(e) (i) It is unlawful for any local school board
candidate to fail to file or amend a summary report
within 14 days afler receiving notice from the county
clerk under this section.

(ii) Each local school board candidate who violates
Subsection (3)(c)(i} is guilty of a class B misdemeanor.

(iii} The county ¢lerk shall report all violations of
Subsectior (3)(c)(i) to the district or county attorney.
